Some Jaimes* 
three patrols were observed^ these patrols utilized natural camouflage whenever 
possible.

From 6 to 8 Germans were employed at the field*. They arrived by bicycle* At the 
entrance, they had to hand in their German identity card and received a pass 
i*hxch had been issued by the commanding officer* During their stay at the -field, 
they had to carry the pass on their person. Those workers who were employed at 
tne field only temporarily were entered in a list of names which was' deposited 
at the guard point by the construction staff or the special construction bureau. 
The list was signed by the Kech officer of the field* The workers had to report 
at the guard point where they had to turn in their identity card while a note 
was entered on the list c.f names. The laborers were usually accompanied by- 
sentries while working at the field or in the buildings, The German laborers 
usually worked from 8 a.m* to 5 p*m«. with a one hour off for lunch.
